QCWA BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETINGS 
SEPTEMBER 30-OCTOBER 1, 1983 
DENVER, COLORADO 


The Old Board of Directors (10 member group) met Septem- 
ber 30, 1983. Minutes of the April 8, 1983 meeting were 
read and approved. The Board honored the memory of Mr. Max 
Arnold, WAWHN, past Secretary of QCWA, who had become a 
Silent Key. Mr. Jim Walsh, W7LVN, was elected to fill the 
unexpired term of Max Arnold, as Secretary of QCWA. The 
Board adopted an amendment to the By-Laws which establishes 
a Family Life Membership plan. 


The Newly elected Board of Directors met in their first 
session, September 30, 1983, at 0940 hours. The following 
Ts a brief and PRELIMINARY summary of actions taken:

QCWA ELECTIONS FOR THE YEAR 1984 WILL CONSIST OF NOMINATION

In order to streamline operations and reduce 
costs, the Board modified the Golden Certificate 
program at its April, 1983 meeting. Multiple 
certificates previously issued were deleted and a 
new single certificate, with endorsements, was to 
replace all of the older certificates. The 50- 
Year continuously licensed certificate was drop- 
ped simply because of cost of administering the 
program. 


The Board reconsidered the action taken with 
regard to the Continuously Licensed Certificate 
and has authorized the General Manager to issue 
such certificate, upon proof of eligibility. The 
cost of administering the program will be, in 
part, recovered by the nominal $5 charge made to 
those desiring the Award. 


The following procedure will be used to deter- 
mine eligibility: 


1. Each application for the Award must list 
the calls held by the applicant during the 
past fifty years.... 

2. Each application must show the years the 
separate colls were held. 

3. In the event that copies of licenses cannot 


be submitted in proof of eligibility, the 
following procedure will be used: 


HQ will check the first year claimed 
and the last year claimed, in published 
call-books. 


HQ will check one year, at random, in 
each decade of licensing claimed, in 
published call-books. 


If these checks agree with the appli- 
cants list, the member will be deemed 
eligible. 


If ANY disagreement is found, it will 
be defined, and the application will be 
returned with the request for added 
information. 


The 50-Year Continuously Licensed Certificate 
will remain in the same form and size as has been 
the custom through the years.

SECTION 3, MODIFIED

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WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS - Part VIII 


In 1936, having returned from the then regulation "five 
hot seasons" overseas, (actually, that meant six years away 
from home), | found myself stationed on Salisbury Plain, in 
England, back in the same Bomber Squadron which | had left 
in 1929. The station and the aircraft were different, but 
the Handley Page Heyford machine which | inherited still 
had my old wavemeter in it, with my 1920's call-sign "B6x"" 
painted on it. The wireless equipment however was new, 
the soon-to-be famous ''T1083/R1082" - a 60-watt MO-PA 
transmitter and a then-modern 3-tube TRF receiver which 
actually employed tetrode and pentode tubes. Both TX & RX 
covered LF, MF and HF bands using boxes of plug-in coils. 


Meantime, | had become what you might call the complete 
all-purpose aircrew member, a pilot, navigator, bomb-aimer, 
wireless-operator-mechanic and air gunner; skills which of 
course one only exercised one at a time, Perhaps partly 
because of this, our then crew of five (four fresh-faced 
kids and me - the "old b----'' of some 27 years) were order- 
ed to the experimental station at Martlesham Heath in Suf- 
folk, to test-fly some new aircraft which were then being 
evaluated for introduction into the Royal Air Force. These 
tests were called "crew acceptance trials!', and were design- 
ed to see whether a typical bomber crew could bear to fly 
in the things. 


The aircraft in question were the Avro Anson, the Arm= 
strong-Whitworth Whitley and the Bristol Blenheim. It 
appeared that the clever chaps in "Operational Requirements" 
at the Air Ministry had at long last persuaded their Sen- 
lors (mostly left over from World War |, and of a conserva~ 
tive turn of mind) that it was indeed time to change over 
from biplanes to monoplanes, in veiw of the (by this time) 
clearly forthcoming World War I!. This change was hastened 
somewhat by a "Newspaper Baron'', Lord Rothermere, who actu= 
ally purchased the Blenheim from the Bristol Aircraft Com- 
pany, named it "Britain First", and turned it over to the 
RAF. Since the Blenheim was obviously faster than, and as 
maneuverable as the then first-line biplane fighters, the 
Government was no doubt shamed into pressing on with other 
monoplanes and (Thanks Be) into giving support to the de- 
velopment of the Hurricane and Spitfire Fighters - aircraft 
which saved the country in 1940, Winston Churchill helped 
greatly in bringing about some degree of modernisation at 
that time 


| insisted upon driving our crew from Boscombe Down to 
Martlesham Heath in a large car which | had just acquired, 
The excuse was convenience and economy, but the real reason 
was that (even more than today) a car would be extremely 
useful in picking up the local girls in our temporary new 
environment - how wrong that proved to be! 


To digress for a moment; | wish that | still had that car 
today, for it would be worth a fortune. It was a very fast 
“stralght-8" Ballot, with a lightweight Weymann body, con- 
sisting of a wooden frame covered with a well-padded black 
leather skin, which we cleaned with boot brushes. Apart 
from the chassis, engine block, gears and brakes, it was 
constructed of very precisely fitted aluminum pieces. The 
rear seat area (known as the "Love Pit") was huge and fit- 
ted, inter alia, with a cocktail cabinet. | had acquired 
this extraordinary vehicle from a country gas station owner, 
and he in turn had tt from a member of the Nobility. Sir 
Anthony must have been quite rich, as well as something of 
a playboy. Sadly, the car was burnt in the 1940 London 
Blitz, having been stored in London, in 1939, because pri- 
vate cars were not then permissable to us, and in any case 
there was no gasoline available to other than Government 
vehicles. 


Arrived at Martlesham, we were briefed as to our duties. 
These involved flying the three available new aircraft, one 
each day, weather permitting, each one twice at least, and 
for its full endurance. Moreover, we were to be awakened 
at 4 am, given a full Flight Medical Examination at 5 am, 
and another within one hour of landing, The "Flight Medi-

cal!’ in those days was very thorough, and involved such 
tortures as "blowing up the mercury"', whilst the Doc took 
took blood pressure readings. There were also other indig- 
nities, most of which seemed to us to be unnecessary to re- 
peat daily. However, ours not to reason why, and dreams of 
local pubs and girls quickly vanished. 


My impressions of each aircraft are given below - the 
wireless equipment was the same for each, since they had 
only one set, which was transferred overnight to the next 
day's machine when required, It was the "TRM'', an HF trans~ 
ceiver of some 40 watts, with which | was somewhat familiar, 
having used it in Egypt, on trips to countries now called 
Jordan and Iraq (then Palestine and Mesopotamia), and in 
Abyssinia. Having discovered the frequency to be used for 
our half-hourly position reports, we did manage to fit each 
aircraft with an antenna of approximately one-quarter wave- 
length, which | had found to be most useful on long trips 
overseas. By a happy coincidence, these 35-foot antennas 
also worked very well on the 40 metre band. 


Our first trip was in the Anson, a worthy general-purpose 
twin-engined aircraft having no particular vices. It was 
rather slow, but extremely reliable and quite comfortable. 
It was however, our first experience with a retractable 
undercarriage, and this rather intrigued us, until we dis- 
covered that the undercart was a manually operated device. 
| can certainly testify that, after a six-hour flight to 
somewhere in Scotland and back, turning that handwheel 144 
times to lower the gear into the 120 MPH slipstream was an 
exhausting chore. 


Next came the Hitley, which we flew rather slowly around 
the British Isles for about eleven hours, This was a very 
noisy aircraft, and | well remember that, landing exhausted 
and rather deaf at Martlesham that evening, an ambulance 
met us for the routine trip to the Sick Bay and the inevi- 
table "medical". One test consisted in the Doctor placing 
a vibrating tuning fork on the top of one's head; he then 
slowly drew it away, saying, "tell me when you stop hearing 


this". | replied, "sorry Doc., | haven't yet started hear~ 
ing the darned thing!"" - which rather confused him. 


Nonetheless, the Whitley was shortly introduced into 
Squadron service and did yeoman work, including the very 
first bombing raid of World War I1, at least on our side, 
Actually, they only dropped leaflets over Borkum Island, 
which probably led the Germans to believe that we were not 
very serious about things at that time; so that they left 
their rear exposed whilst continuing the rape of Poland 
with their new-found Soviet friends, and the largest Army 
in Europe continued to play cards in the Maginot Line. 


Then came the Blenheim prototype, the fastest and poten- 
tially most deadly aircraft which any of us had flown in up 
to that time, We were carefully briefed about the perils 
of high-speed stalls, etc., and instructed above all not bo 
break the thing. We then circulated Britain in about half 
the time it had taken in the Whitley, and had a lot of fun. 
What | remember most vividly about the early Blenheims Is 
that they had a special ''emergency boost"! handle in the 
cockpit roof. This one pulled in dire emergency, supposed- 
ly to escape attacking fighters, at the expense we were 
told, of destroying the engines by over-revving. It indeed 
gave one a psychological "kick in the back!', but our en- 
quiring minds caused us to trace the carefully folded wire 
attached to this handle; it terminated, not in a super- 
charger gearbox, but on a solid engine=bearer bolt. At 
least in the early versions of this splendid aircraft, the 
“emergency boost'' did nothing at all - except to the pilots 
morale! Eon

Three years ago this month, | suggest- 
ed that the first human voice ever to 
broadcast by radio from Council Bluffs 
just might have been that of Leo Meyer- 
son. We can now say there's little 
doubt of it. 


Meyerson, founder of World Radio 
Laboratories, went on the air with a 
homemade transmitter in 1924, when he 
was 13. He played piano, spun a few 
records and even offered an occasional 
newscast. But he stayed on the air 
only about two weeks when authorities 


told him he was operating an illegal 
communication device. The neighbors 
probably reported him, he said; how 
was he to know you were supposted to 
have a license to launch a radio sta- 
tion? 


When | first told of Meyerson's pi- 
oneering effort, he modestly declined 
to claim ''for sure’! that he was the 
Bluffs first broadcaster. But in the 
three years that have elapsed, no 
other claimants to that distinction

Kosher hams

Thirty-odd hams met for a unique event in Israel recently. 
Quite kosher - the "hams" were radio amateurs from around 
the world dedicating a new ham radio centre at Shoresh Vil- 
lage hotel run by Moshav Shoresh, "to be available to all 
visiting hams to contact anyone they wish on earth". 


The honour of issuing the first CQ from station 4Z4SV went 
to QCWA'er Zvi "Ozzie" Osrin, 4X4CW. Ozzie learned radio in 
South Africa's Air Force in World War II and served in the 
fledgling Israel Air Force in 1949. He is Isracl's No. 1 
ham as the first ham to receive an amateur license from the 
new State of Israel in 1949. 


Initiator of the club project, Alon Tavor, 4Z4ZB, a ham 
since age 10, says his radio hobby was an,inestimable boon 
in helping see him thru the trauma of losing an eye and leg 
when he stepped on missile in the Sinai in 1975. He also 
started a radio club for a handicapped children centre where 
he works twice a week to teach them how to contact the world 
via the radio waves, Several are already taking exams. 


The gathering at Shoresh brought hams from all walks of 
life and ages - Joe Marsey, N2JM, of Rochester, NY, now re- 
tired in Israel - Joe Kasser, G32CZ, young recent immigrant 
to Israel - Ron Ronen, G4GKO, whose telecommunications work 
takes him all over the world - and from our own Dallas 
Chapter, QCWA's ambassador to Israel, Joe Bonnett, WSIII.
